It was noticeable yesterday that, while the great 
majority of the Republicans voted against am- 
nesty, this section was repealed without objec- 


tion. 

The rest of the dav was devoted to a quarrel 
between the Committee on Railways and the 
Commerce Committee relating to jurisdiction 
over the River and Harbor bill. The Railway 
Committee claimed, under an old rule long 
fallen into disuse, that the Committee has juris- 
diction over rivers. The Commerce Committee 
maintained that rivers and harbors have always 
belonged to the latter Committee, and since 
the foundation uf the Government that Com- 
mittee alone had réported the River and Harbor 
bill. A significant feature of the discussion 
was that representatives of both parties indi- 
cated their intentions to have 
LIBERAL RIVER AND HARBOR APPROPRIATIONS, 
and desired to do nothing which would tend to 
prevent such appropriations. 

The House also passed the bill extending the 
provisions of Sec. 3,297, Revised Statutes, so 
that ail collegiate institutions mav withdraw 
alkohol from bond for scientific purposes with- 
out payment of the Internal Revenue tax.

NEW BILLS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, C., Dec. 4.—The bill intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Townshend (IIl.) to 
regulate commerce by railroads among the sev- 
eral States proposes to require railroads to re- 
ceive and transport freight-cars of other com- 
panies without charging any greater rate than 
is charged wbere che cars are the property of 
the road over which they pass. It prescribés as 
the penalty for any violauon of this provision a 
forfeiture of three times the amouot of dam- 
ages sustained by the aggrieved parties, to be 
paid to the latter. 

Mr. Dibrell's bill to tax incomes provides

THE NAVY. 
REPORT OF SECRETARY THOMPSON. 

The Secretary of the Navv, in his annual re- 
port, gives the number of vessels in the navy as 
follows: Sixty-seven steam and twenty-three 
sailing vessels, twenty-three fronclads, two tor- 
pedo, one ferry, and twenty-six tug-boats. 
There are twelve ironclads at convenient places 
in fresh water, in readiness for active employ- 
ment when needed, In the list of vessels in 
active service, in ordinary, undergoing re- 
pairs, etc., is mentioned the Colossus, now on 
the stocks at New York, so decayed—having 
been built of white oak timber—as not to be 
worth completing. The Massachusetts is in the 
same condition at Kittery, and the Oregon, also, 
at Boston. The wreck of the Huron is alluded to, 
and the Secretary will wake the report of the board 
to investigate the cause of her unfortunate loss 


the subject of a special message to Congress 
when the result is ascertained. The Connecti- 
cut, Iowa, and Pennsylvania at Boston, the 
Java and Susquehanna at New York, the Con- 
gress, Sabine, and Kansas at Kittery, the Wor- 
cester and Shawmut at Norfolk, the Saco, Ny- 
ack, and Cyane at Mare Island, the Frolic at 
Washington, and the New Orleans at Sackett’s 
Harbor, are aiso mentioned as so much decayed 
as to be unfitted for repairs or completion. The 
Rio Brava was sent up the Rio Grande River 
more than a year ago,and is anchored at 
Brownsville, from which place she cannot pro- 
ceed either up or down stream in conse- 
quence of the shallowness of the wa- 
ter; she can, therefore, only render such 
assistance to that exposed frontieras could be 
afforded by a local fortification with the same 
number of men and guns. or by transferring the 
men for military service on shore in case of 
necessity. The active list of the navy is com- 
posea of 829 officers of the line, 594 officers of 
the staff, and 249 warrant offivers. The retired 
list comprizes 135 officers of the line, 103 officers 
of staff, 27 warrant officers, and 4 professors 
of ‘mbthematies. There were in the service on 
the 24th day of November, 1877, 7,012 enlisted 
men ana boys. > 

After discussing thé naval policy of the Euro- 
pean Powers and referring to tne position of 
our own country, the Secretarv says: We may 
safely adopt such a course, therefore, with ref- 
erence to our navy as is dictated by our own 
domestic relations alone, separated as then are, 
except by commercial intercourse, from 
those of other nations. In mavy ways 


our condition is a contro one, both 
as regards our example and the necessities 
of other nations supplied by our industry. Ev- 
erything, in fact, combines to snow that we 
possess wing internal commerce 
which only care of the Gov- 
ernment to secure to it an ultimate develop- 
ment which cannot be surpassed by that of any 
other nation. Before the close of the War our

Since the War it has been carried on 100 
per cent more in foreign than in American ves- 
sels. While our navy is not engaged in com- 
merce it is its im ut and necessary ally. It 
should be at all times ready to furnish its pro- 
tection in whatsoever sea it may be required. 
All the nations should understand that we are 
as ready to afford it this protection as we are to 
avenge an insult to our national flag. With- 
out fore commerce We must sink into 
inferiority, and without a navy amply suf- 
ficient for this protection all the profits of our 
surplus productions will be transferred froin 
the coffers of our own to those of foreign capi- 
talists. Is our navy in its present condition 
sufficient to furnish the necessary amount of 
protection to our commerce! If we consider 


‘our commerce at its present stage of develop- 


ment, or are utent 30 leave it to be trans- 
ported abroad in foreiga ships, and thus deprive 
the American of the profits of his 
labor, it may be sufficient; but if we are to take 
the position amorg tbe commercial nations to 
which we are justly entitled, if we are to secure 
to our own ple the right to transport the 
products of their industry into whatsoever part 
of the world they may be de ded, so that the 
profits. may be returned to | the aggre- 
ate of our national wealth, then, in my opin- 
on, it is not in such condition. There may 
be ships enough, if they were all in proper 
repair, to increase our squadron to a suff 
cient size for this p Io put them all 
in repair, however, would require a larger ex- 
nditure than is le iu the present con- 
ition of the Treasury, probably larger than 
would be justifiable any time until our 
revenues from customs be sufficiently in- 
creased. As we may ¢x this from a gradual 
development of com a soon as it occurs 
we may gradually carry the navy up to the 
point of necessary improvement, a point to be 
decided by the exiting Te of trade. It is 
manifestly a duty to keep the navy in such 
condition as to make it available in the future 
for all purposes for which it may be designed. 
Considering it in this light, the estimates for 
the ensuing year have been made with reference 
only to ordinary expenditures, such as are abso- 
lutely necessary for repairs and limited con- 
struction. No new shi are estimated 
for, because they would involve an ex- 
penditure iarger the receipts of the 
Treasury will be likely to justify. Those 
now possessed and in progress will be suffi- 
cient for all ordinary purposes in time of peace; 
aud if from any e cy not anticipated a 
larger number of vessels should be demanded, 
the experience of the late War has proved that 
we must rely upon our mercantile marine fora 
supply of the material of @ navy whenever it is 
demauded. If we had steamship lines running 
directly from our ports to all the leading com- 
mercial ports in the world, they would not only 
increase our revenue, but render it more easy to 
improvise a navy in the event of an unexpected 
emergency. 

Further on the Secretary says: The navy in 
its present condition, as compared with that 
of any other power, has less aggressive force 
than at any time during the past third of a 
century, except during the War, and less power 
to inflict serious injury upon the com- 
merce of an‘enemy. In ep the fact cannot be 
concealed, and ought not to be, for it is well 
known toother nations that third and even 
fourth-rate nations, almost without exception, 
are superior to us in this respect. For some 
vears past | sums have been expended in re- 
fitting a number of vessels of the class known 
as monitors. Perhaps under the particular con- 
ditions and our uncertain relations with another 
power rebuilding them was not unwise, and 
within and adjacent to the Galf of Mexico they 
could be effectively 7 in connect io 
with other vessels, and for purposes it is no 
now pertinent to discuss. Apart from these 
monitors and a considerable amount of materi- 
al for construetion mow on hand, we have but 
little, comparatively, to show for these large ex- 
penditures. 

The Secretary is not inelined to favor ihe 
building of heavy armor-plated, gun-bearing 
vessels. They are suited for little else than 
harbor defenses and may be likened to move- 
able fortifications, and if it shall result that the 
use of them shall be dispensed with tomake place 
for improved ships, rams and torpedo vessels, 
then the navy can become sufficiently effective 
if supplied with fast sailing and fast steaming 
vessels of different classes, built, as they are 
noy built elsewhere, to serve in time of peace 
as schools of instruction for our seamen, and 
in time of war to le commerce of an 
enemy. The appropriatiotw available for the 
present fiscal year commencing July 1, 1577, 
are $13,592,982.90. The whole amount drawn 
from the Treasury from July 1 to Nov. 1, 
1877, is 35,343.07. 30. Of this amount 
there is estimated to have deen in 
the hands of pay masters and agents of the Gov- 
ernment on Nov. 1, 1877, $576,528.30, besides 
$152,000 refunded, making a total of 51.029. 
528.30, which, deducted from the amount drawn, 
will show the actual expenditure from July 1 to 
Nov. 1, 1877, to have been $4,313,509.10. The 
estimates for the present fiscal year are $16,- 
233,234.40, exclusive of $24,314,251 submitted 
for new hbgildings, repairs, and improvements 
at the several navy-vards. in the report of tha 
Secretary of the Navy uf Nov. 29, 1876, the esti- 
mated amount for pay of the navy for the 
present fiscal year was $7,300,000, the com puta- 
tion being based upon the number of officers 
aud men then borne uponthe register. Congress, 
however, by act of March 3, 1877, appropriated 
only $6,600,000, or $700,000 less than the esti- 
mate. Tais will necessarily produce a deficiency 
at the end of the fiscal year, unless Congress 
shall appropriate tbe above amount, the pay- 
ment of which to the officers and men is 80 
fixed by law that it cannot be evaded. The 
amount appropriated for deficiency at the extra 
session of Con®ress had reference only to the 
last fiscal year, ending June 30, 1877, and was 
based upon the amount ascertained to be due 
upon the books of the Fourth Auditor’s office, 
whereas the deficiency here reterred to is esti- 
mated for the present fiscal year, ending June 
30, 1878. 

The Naval Academy receives words of praise 
from the Secretary, and he recommends, among 
other things. that a number of cadets shall be 
specially educated for the positions of naval 
constructors, to complete their education after 
leaving the Academy under the tuition of an 
experienced naval constructor at a navy- yard. 

The estimates for the several yards cover such 
amounts only as are supposed to be absolutely 
indispensable to keep them in good condition. 
The Secratary urges that something be done to 
arrest the decay of the eob-dock at the New 
York Navy-Yard, otherwise, he says, it will 
slide back to its original condition, incumber 
the channe! with its acres of mud, and the work 
of years will be entirely lost to the Government. 
By the act of Feb. 26, 1877, the President was 
authoriged to organize a commission of three 
members, who were required to arrange equit- 
able terms for the conveyance to the City of 
Brooklyn of a portion of the navy-yard situated 
in Wallabout Bay for a public market. This 
commission has been organized, but has 
made no report, and the Secretary, iu view of 


that fact, deems it his ** to say 
that from a personal inspection of the prem- 
ises he thinks this important navy-yard 


would be seriously injured by this sale. It is 
not supposed that Congress intended the act 
referred to as an absolute sale, and that the 
deed of conveyance should be made upon the 
report of the Commission without further in- 
quiry. Inu that event the convevance would be 
a matter of form merely, but if it be otherwise, 
he suggests, aud Congress stiil retains full pow- 
er over the matter, that it may yet in its dis- 
cretion decide whether or no the property shall 
be sold. An appropriation of $400,000; to be 
immediately available, is recommended for the 
purpose of continuing the stone dry-dock at 
Mare Isiand. Reports from the iate Command- 
ant at Mare Island show a great decrease in the 
depth of water at the dock, and unless some 
radical measures are promptiy adopted it will 
soon be impracticable to bring a vessel of even 
moderate draught of water alongside the 
dock. Attention is called to the /Pensa- 
cola Navy-Yard, which, in the event of hostili- 
ties in the Guif of Mexico, would become of the 
first importance. There is no good reason why 
it should not become in the future a building 
as well as a repairing yard. proximity to 
the live-oak reservations would render that 
costly material cheaper there than at the more 
northern yards, as the long water carriage would 
be avoided, and it has the excellent iron and 
coal of Southern Alabama almost at its gates.

THE INTERIOR. 
REPORT OF SECRETARY SCIIURZ. 

An abstract of the operations of the General 
Land Office is submitted. The total number of 
acres of land disposed of during the year was 
4,849,767.70; disposals for previous year, 6,524,- 
$26.36 acres—a decrease of 1,674,558.66 acres. 
The total cash receipts were $1,452,696.23. 

The subject of the extensive depredations 
committed upon the timber on the public lands 
is treated at length, On this subject the Secre- 
tary says: 

The rapidity with which this couhtry is being 
stripped of its forests must alarm every think- 
ing man. It has beep estimated by good 
authority that,.if we go on at the present rate, 
the supply of timber in the United States will, 
in less than twenty years, fall considerably 
short of our home necessities. How disastrous- 
ly the destruction of the forests of a country 
affects the regularity of the water-supply in its 
rivers necessary for navigation, increases the 
frequency of freshets and inundations, dries u 
springs, and transtorms fertile agricultura 
districts into barren wastes, isa matter of uni- 
versal experience the world over. It is the 
highest time that we should turn our earnest 
attention to this subject, which so seriously 
concer... Our national prosperity. 

The Government cannot brevent the cutting 
of timber on land owned by private citizens. It 
is only to be hoped that private owners will 
row more careful of their timber as it rises in 
value.’ But the Government can do two things: 
1, It can take determined, and, as I think, effect- 
ual measures to arrest the stealing of timber 
from public lands on a large scale, which is al- 
ways attended with the most reckless waste; 
and, 2. It can preserve the forests still in its 
possession by keeping them under its control, 
and by so regulating the cutting and sale of 
timber on its lands as to secure the renewal of 
the forest by natural growth and the careful 
preservation of the young timber 

To avert such evil results, I would suggest 
the following preventive and remediai measures: 
All timber lands stili belonging to the United 
States should be withdrawn from the operation 
of the pre-emption and homestead laws, as well 
as the location of the various kinds of scrip. 

Timber lands fit for agricultural purposes 
should be sold, if sold at all, only for cash, and 
so graded in price as to make the purchaser pay 
for the value of the timber on the land. This 
will be apt to make the settler careful and 
provident in the disposition of the timber. 

A sufficient number of Government Agents 
should be provided for to protect the timber on 
public lands from depredation, and to institute 
to this end the necessary proceedings against 
depredators by seizures and by criminal as well 
as civil action. 

PRIVATE LAND CLAIMS. 

The enactment of some law providing a more 
speedy settlement of the private land claims in 
the territory (except California) acquired from 
Mexico by the. treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo in 
1848, and the Gadsden treaty of 1853, is impera- 
tively demanded. 


SURVEYS. 

On this subject the following recoommenda- 
tions are made: 

1. The consolidation of all the offices of Sur- 
vevors-General into one, which shall be located 
at Washington. 

2. The abolition of the contract system. 

3. The appointment ot a Surveyor-General of 
the United States, who shall be authorized to 
appoint as many assistants as may be required 
to make the surveys as fast as may be deemed 
necessary or provided by law. 

RAILWAYS. 

A mass of facts and figures, compiled from 
the anuual reports of the companies, are pre- 
sented. For the supervision of the accounts of 
the Union and Pacific Railroads, the Govern- 
ment Directors recommend that a special 
bureau should be established in this depart- 
ment. 
cur. A competent and energetic officer in 
charge of such a bureau would enable the De- 
partment to act promptiv and intelitigently, 


whenever action on its part is required, in re- 


gard tothe great interests of the Government 
in these railroads, and’ to furnish valuable 
assistance to other Departments of the Govern- 
ment and to Congress in matters relating 
there 

PATENTS. 

During the year ending June 30, 1877, 19,914 
applications for patents were filed. The num- 
ber of patents issued, including reissues and 
designs, was 14,459; the number of caveats filed 
was 2,658; 1,008 patents were allowed but not 
issued, because the final fee was not issued; 
1,257 applications for registration of trade marks 
were received, 968 trade marks were regis*ered ; 
324 labels were registered. The total receipts 
of the office from ali: sources were $714,964.73; 
the total expenditures were $609,043.24, leaving 
an excess of $105,921.44. 

PENSIONS. 

At the close of the year ending June 30, 1877, 
there were on the tiles of his office 42,509 
original army invalid claims; 19,344 invalid in- 
crease; 32,718 army widows’ original; 814 
widows’ increase; 975 original navy invalids; 
62 navy invalid increase; 524 navy widows’ 
original; and 2 navy widows’ increase claims. 

To that number were added during the year 
16.532 original army invalid; 11,214 army in- 
valid increase; 5,209 original 2 widows’; 780 
army widows’ increase; 271 original navy in- 
valid; 117 navy invalid increase; 97 original 
navy widows’; and 16 navy widows’ increase 
claims. 

Seventeen hundred and seventy-one original 
army invalids, 132 original navy widows’, four 
army widows’ increase, six original navy inva- 
lids’, and one original navy widow’s claims were 
taken from the rejected files and reopened, 
making a grand total of 61,112 original army in- 
valid; 21,558 army invalid increase; 38,114 orig- 
inal army widows; 1,598 army widows’ increase; 
1,252 original navy invalids; 179 navy invalid 
increase; 622 original navy widows’; and 18 
navy widows’ increase claims, for disposal. 

The yearly value of claims allowed during the 
ear is $1,343,534.54, as follows: Army invalid, 
472,453.22; increased pension to invalids, $369,- 

996,12; army widows, etc., $446,292; increased 
pensions to army widows, $16,504; navy inva- 
lids, $16,528.50; increased pension to navy inva- 
lids, $2,877; navy widows, etc., $10,260; in- 
creased pension to navy widows, $9,060; sur- 
vivors of the war of 1812, $5,568, and widows of 
the soldiers of said war, $12,096.

There are several ¢ases which have 
been argued as to which the eight Justices now 
upon the Bench are divided. They will all be 
reargued after Mr. Harlan takes his seat, and 
his vote will determine the majority of the 
Court.

Death of an Aged Minister at the Hands of an 
Ungrateful Wretch. 


A DESPERATE HUSBAND. 
Dispatch to Springjieid ( Mass.) Republican. 

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Nov. 29.—A terrible 
Thanksgiving episode at Northampton was the 
deadly attack of Matthew Davenport, a work- 
man at the Bay State Cutlery Works, upon his 
wife, Louisa Davenport,—who had left him be- 
cause of his drunkenness and cruelty,—and ber 
boarder, William 8. Pratt. The woman, who 
was keeping house on Market street, was beaten 
over the head with a base-ball club and stabbed 
in the right breast, and Pratt, who came to her 
rescue, was disemboweled, and cannot recover. 
Davenport is in jail, and says he committed the 
assault through rum and jealousy, charging 
that his wife has been criminally intimate with 
Pratt. The accused parties deny this, and the 
neighbors consider the woman respectable. 

Davenport entered the cellar-kitchen of his 
wife’s house Wednesday night by removing the 
sash with a chisel, and hid in a side cellar close 
by the upper kitchen stairs, armed with a club, 
chisel, and a knife, such as is used in sticking 
pigs. Mrs. Davenport had been fearful of her 
husband’s coming to murder her, as he had been 
skulking around the premises for several days. 
Although alarmed by suspicious noises during 
the night, the woman went into the lower kitchen 
at 6 a. m., with alamp and a basin of water, to 
repare potatoes for breakfast. When at the 
oot of the landing her husband stepped from 


‘behind the cellar door and clubbed her violently 


on the head. Though stunned, she made her 
way tothe upper kitehen, where, recognizin 
her assailant, she threw up her hands with 
a Oh, Matthew, don't kill me, for God's sake!“ 
Then he stabbed her a two-inch-deep cut in the 
right breast. In the skirmish, Mrs. Davenport 
dropped her lamp, unlocked the side door, and 
got out of doors ina half-sensless condition. 
Just then Pratt, awakened by ber cries of mur- 
der, rushed down stairs with only his sbirt on 
to seize Davenport, who drew his knife clear 
across Pratt’s abdomen, letting out his intes- 
tines, and stabbing him further under the richt 
shoulder. Pratt was able to pull Davenport 
out into the side yard, and held him through 
vigorous kicking til! O. Pratt, a neighbor, came, 
when the wounded man reeled into the house 
and fainted. The woman had crawled back, 
and was also senseless. Davenport

Dor- 
sey denies this, claiming- he rushed out in his 
night-shirt, adjuring Davenport, in the name 
of the law, to surrender, and took the chisel 
away. 
Tne doctors put Mr. Pratt’s bowels back 
again, and sewed up the wound, but the patient 
is not likely to live. Mrs. Davenport, howeve:, 
will probably recover, though very badly cut 
and bruised. Pratt is 55 | apes old, a widower, 
a mechanical engineer, and a native of Vernon, 
Conn., where he has been in the cotton busi- 
ness most of his life. He has been in 
Northampton but nine weeks, boarding the 
last four at Mrs. Wavenport’s. He has the 
respect of his neighbors, and says he has been 
in Sunday school-work all his life. Both he and 
the woman strongly deny any improper rela- 
tions. Louisa Dayenport, aged 38, the wounded 
woman, is from Birmingham, Eng., and has 
been in this country pine years, mostly at 
Northampton. She left Davenport last April, 
alter a tive years’ life of misery with him. She 
says he studiously abused her children by her 
first husband, and was continually threatening 
her. She rented the Market street house, tak- 
ing in washing and ironing, and says, she 
only took Pratt to board because she hap- 
pened to be hard up. Davenport has ad- 
vertised ber several times, but acknowledged 
Saturday, when she gave him a meal at 
her house, that he did it hastily, and was sorry 
for it. She says he was formerly a prize-fighter 
in England. He was continually threatening 
because of her boarder, and acknowledges hav- 
ing been living only on drink for the last three 
weeks. The murderer, Davenport, is a stout, 
burly Englisbman, a cutler who has worked at 
the Bay-State Works almost since his coming to 
this country in 1852. He denies the maltreating 
stories, says he honestly believes his wife

A DOUBLE MURDER.

Great BARRINGTON, Mass., Nov. 30.—One of 
the most horrible murders ever committed in 
Berkshire County occurred in the north part of 
Sheffield, about four miles from Great Barving- 
ton, last night.

THE ST. LOUIS RING.

St. Louis, Dec, 4.--The first of the Custom- 
House Ring cases came up for trial in the 
United States District Court to-day, the defend- 
ants, Michael Lyddon, an employe of Superin- 
tendent Walsh, being indicted for perjury in 
swearing that the piers of the half-finished 
structure are of solid granite, while, in fact, 
many of them are hollow and made of concrete. 
The case will be fought hard on both sides, aud 
the trial will probably last several days. 
The District-Attorney asked that the 
Court appoint experts to examine the 
suspicious piers, and, if necessary, bore 
into them, to ascertain whether they 
are hollow or not, or made of granite or con- 
crete. Supt. Walsh, who is also indicted, 
strongly objected to this mode of investigation, 
as it would weaken the foundations of the build- 
ing. The District-Atformey then telegraphed 
to the supervising architect at Washington, 
asking him to imstruct Supt. Walsh to 
have the piers examined in the way desired by 
the Government if uo serious Injury would re- 
sult to the foundations of the structure. The 
supervising architect promptly sent a tele- 
graphic order to Superintendent Walsh to com- 
ply with the request of the District-Attorney, and, 
accordingly, the experts =o proceeded to 
the building and began their examination. A 
force of workmen were put to work removing 
the granite blocks on the exterior of the piers. 
The process is tedious and difficult, and no den- 
nite results were arrived at before night set in, 
and, consequently, the work will be pros- 
ecuted to-morrow until it is known 
of what stuff the piers are actually 
made. So far ‘as the examination went this 
afternoon nothing but solid ‘granite was found, 
and Supt. Walsh confidently asserts that no 
hollow and no concrete can be found.

THE FISHERY COMMISSION. 


Judge Kellogg's Dissent Pronounced Unsub- 
stantial by the London Times—A Final 
Settlement Urged. 

Toronto, Ont., Dec. 1.—The following is a 
special cable dispatch to the Globe; 

The London Times in an editorial says: Ju 
Kellogg's dissent from the award made by the 
Commissioners at Halifax is supported by reason- 
ing too unsubstantial for serious argument. There 
is nothing more natural than the opinion that the 
concessions made by the Canadians are overvalued. 
The awards are always compromises. my eve: Bi 
award is no exception. Ihe sum filed by the arbi- 
traiors cannot be disputed on the ground of being 
excessive, norcan it be gravely urged that the 
proceedings fail because the decii was not 
unanimous. If it be argued that the dient of one 
arbityator nullified the award, then the disputants did 
not really bind themselves to anything, since each 
was enabled to make the reference to arbitration 
Umsory. We are quite satisfied that the United 
States Government will not contest the award on 
either of these grounds. 

All must regret thatthe award only amounts 
to a temporary settlement of- the question. Each 
year the range of the fisheries and the capital em- 
ployed increase, and it may be difficult to bring 
about an agreement on the expiration of the pres- 
ent arrangement, inconveniences are likely to 
ensue similar to those endured during the monthe 
preceding the negotiations of the Treaty of Wash- 
ington. No diplomatist can but be proud of that 
treaty, but it is plain that there were inherent difi- 
culties in serving two masters—England and the Do- 
minion. If the Canadians find fault with the conclu- 
sion they must censure Sir John A. Macdonald. 
We refer to these difficuities only to urge more 
forcibly that the present opportunity be seized in 
settling the fishing question forever, if possible, 
instead of waiting for the present concessions to 
terminate. 7 

The award affords means. and if the Govern- 
ments of Ottawa and Washinkton are willing to 
avail themselves of them, the award may be made 
the basis of arriving at the first approximation of 
the annual value of the privileges granted. The 
influence of the Colonial Office ought to have some 
weight in Ottawa. It certainly would be used to 
overpower the opposition in Canada. We do not 
recommend hastily pressing an immediate settle- 
ment, but an early opportunity should be taken of 
frankly intimating to the United States Govern- 
ment that we would like to see it settled and are 
prepared to negotiate. We have some confid®nce 
that such intimation will not prove unsuccessful.

It will be a hard time for the troops if a cam- 
paign is to ensue. The Seventh Cav- 
alry battalion will not be able to 
leave before to-morrow night or Thursday 
morning. The Deadw stage arriving to- 
night reports a train of eight wagons loaded 
with provisions captured by the Sioux Indians 
near Sulphur Springs. Four horses were killed 
and six driven off. The provisions were all 
taken. Indians estimated at 600 passed north. 
The stage and passengers were unmolested. 
Capt. Edgerly, with a company of seventy cav- 
alry, recently posted at Suiphur Springs, is 
marching in, not having beard of the Dead- 
wood troubles. Edgerly arrived by to-day’s 
stage.

San FrAncisco, Dec. 4.—A Portland dispatch 
says Gen. Howard has approved the findings of 
the Court of luquiry in the case of Capt. David 
Perry, charged by the citizens of Idaho with 
negiecting to succor a band of volunteers when 
pressed by Indians at the Cottonwood fight. 
The findings are to the effect that Perry could 
not know the character of the volunteers 
until they were attacked; that a delay of about 
ten minutes occurred after the attack before 
sending troops to their relief; that the volun- 
teers received no additional in jury on account 
of the delay. No testimony was elicited reflect- 
ing upon the courage of Capt. Perry, and the 
findings eXonerate him from having made an 
improper delay under the circumstances, being 
nearly surrounded himself by hostile Indians. 


MAJ. WALSH. 
Correspondence New York Heraid. 

Fort Wash, Northwestern Territory, Oct. 
28.—Since the return of Maj. Walsh from Sit- 
ting Bull’s camp—where he went to escort Sit- 
ting Bull and his chiefs after their recent con- 
ference with the United States Commission— 
some very interesting disclosures have been 
made, which throw new light on the disposition 
of the Sioux chiefs, and the Nez Perce war. 

Maj. Walsh is now of the opinion that Sitting 
Bull and he chiefs who accompanied him here 
to meet the Commissioners went away again 
without having received a clear idea of just 
what it was that the United States Governmen 
proposed to them. He believes that the ad- 
dress of the Commissioners, which was read 
and interpreted to them in fifteen min- 
utes, should have been explained to 
them in detail during the ensuing two 
days; that the Indians should have 


been informed as definitely as possible what 
their horses and arms would bring if sold; also 


would be entitled to, their probable increase, 


etc. 

But the Indian mind was left to dwell on that 
clause only of the, Commissioners’ address 
which prescribed as a condition of their return 
to the United States that all their arms and 
horses must be sold. It did not grasp the idea 
of compensation to the owners from the sale. 

During Maj. Walsh's visit to Sitting Bull's 
camp he endeavored to explain to them more 
fully the conditions set forth in the ad- 
dress. He was surprised, after he had finisned 
his talk, at their responding that they had not 
refused to go back, and that, if.they had under- 
stood just what was proposed, they might have 
agreed with the Commission to return to the 
United Statesina yearor two. Atthe same 
time they said the Nez Perces who came into 
their camp just after Gen. Miles’ victory over 
Joseph had told them that Gen. Terry was in 
the battle of Bear Paw Mountain! They could 
not, seg said, listen to the words of a man who 
bad on his hands the blood of their race. 

This puts a novel construction upon the de- 
meanor of Sitting Bull and his companions 
toward the Commissioners.

Their strength at the outbreak was 300 men. 
Ninety are now inthe Teton camp, sixty Gen. 
Miles made prisoners of, and 150 are missing and 
dead. As far as I could learn there are ninety men 
and 200 women and children in the Teton camp. 
One party of thirty and another of ten persons ar- 
rived there two or three days after my leaving the 
camp with Sitting Bull and chiefs. These peo- 
ple are divided as to what they will do—whether 
they will remain in the Teton camp or 
move to the Cypress. They appearto have a de- 
sire to live with the whites. They speak a great 
deal about living in a house like the White man and 
going to church. They say they are very poor, and 
I would like to get a 
good interpreter, as they might be induced to ac- 
cept the same terms as Joseph and return across 
the line, as aquest many of their wives and fami- 
lies are with Joseph, whom they are anxious to 
meet. P 

Two persons, a white man and a Nez Perce In- 
dian, were sent by Gen. Miles to the Teton camp 
to try and_induce White Bird and his camp to go 
and give themselves up. They arrived in the 
camp on or ut the 16th. Had it not been for 
the protection afforded them by the Tetons the 
Nez Perces would, I am informed, have killed 
them. The Nez Perce women were perfectly 
savage. The Tetons told the Nez Perces 
that no blood could be shed in their camp, that 
the law of the White Mother would not allow it, 
and persons wishing to remainin the Teton camp 
would haveto obey it. 
that these nien had assisted in killing their tribe. 
The Tetons replied, If these men have done 
you any injury we will keep them here until one 
of the White Mother's chiefs arrives. We 
Oe him to return with our chiefs, and he 
Will tell you what to do with them.” Two 
nights before my arrival the Nez Perce Indian 
escaped, and one night after the white man made 
his escape. The Tetons informed me they were 
nas closely watched, but were permitted to go 
about the camp as they liked. I really believe the 
Tetons assisted them in making their escape. 

White Bird claims the cause of the Nez Perce 
massacre was owing to six Nez Perces be- 
ing ha some years ago for killing 
a white man, and three years ago a 
white man kiiled a Nez Perce. The Nez 
Perces asked to have the man hanged, but the 
whites said no. One 4 after the son of the 
murdered Nez Perce killed his father’s murderer; 
then, last summer, three whites killed the son, a 
number of frien of the boy killed the three 
white men and several others. I have the honor 
to be, sir, your obedient servant, Inspector Com- 
manding H. Wasn.

The Moon Will Pass Between Us 
and the Hesperian Planet. 


The Time, Next Saturday 
Evening. 
A Rare and Very Interestin 
Celestial Phenomenon. 


Next Saturday evening, Dec. 8, Venus will be 
occulted by the moon. In other words, our 
satellite will pass direetly between us and what 
is generally called the evening star,— 
though there are three others just now 
which dispute the title with her. ;The 
planet, being then only two and a half 
days past the time of her greatest eastern 
elongation, will be a very brilliant object in the 
evening sky,—as she now is. The moon, being 
only four days old at the time, will be only about 
one-sixth part illuminated, presenting to us a 
narrow crescent of light. She will not, there- 
fore, be bright enough tb pale the light 
of Venus, except during the time that she 
is actually between us and the planet. 
Hence the phenomenon will be one 
of great interest, even to the world of naked- 
eye Observers; while it will be a beautiful sight 
through the telescope, should the weather 
permit the occultation to be witnessed. A good 
field-glass, or even an opera-glass, may be used 
to advantage in watching the disappearaſce of 
the planet, and her reappearance from her novel 
hiding-place. ; 

The following diagrams Ulustrate the posi- 
tions of the planet, with reference to the moon, 
at the beginning and end of the occultation, as 
seen from Chicago. The letter V is placed near 
the spot which indicates the situation of Venus 
when in apparent contact. The arrows repre- 
sept the direction of astronomical north and 
south; the angle which the arrow forms with the 
column rule of the paper is equal to what is 
known to astronomers as the Parallactic angle. 
Its value is 31.3 degrees in the first case, and 
89.4 degrees in the second case. The times 
given below are calculated to the nearest tenth 
of a minute, for the Dearborn Observatory, 
and are practically the same for any other point 
in Chicago: 


At Gh. 05.1m. p. m., the moon being then 15.6 
degrees above the horizon, the position of 
Venus will bé on the upper left of the moon’s 
dark limb; which wil) then begin to creep over 
the planet. The apparent diameter of Venus 
is, then, 24.8 seconds of arc; a distance which 
the moon will describe in very nearly one min- 
ute of time. But, as seen through the tele- 
scope, Venus is almost exactly half full; giving 
a miniature representatiogg of the moon 
when the latter is a week old. The brieht 
half of the planetary disc is that 
nearest the moon; ‘end it will be covered in 
about thirty seconds after the beginning of the 
occultation, though the light of the planet may 
be partially visible to the naked eye fora very 
few seconds more. This will be the most inter- 
esting phase of the phenomenon, The dark 
limb of the moon may be faintly visible at the 
time: this will depend chiefly upon the quantity 


of cloud vapor in the atmosphere to 
the southwest of us. It wili probably 
be invisible, and in that case, if the 


sky be clear here, the brilliant planet will 
present the strange appearance of being utterly 
extinguished, in the short space of half a min- 
ute, without obvious cause; Venus being 0.4 de- 
gree distant from the nearest point of the junar 
crescent. If the dark part of the moon should 
be faintly perceptible, we shall then have a 
chance to see the old “Dragon” of ancient 
stellar lore, literally eating its way into the 
Hesperian star, and swallowing her up into ut- 
ter darkness. 1 


The planet will continue hidden for 1 hour 

2.5 minutes, (624¢m.). as seen from Chicago. 
At Th. 08.2m. P- m. she will peep out from be- 
bind the southern hornin the position shown 
in our second diagram; and occupy 1.3 minutes 
in emerging, the motion outwards being very 
oblique. Her position at emersion will be 156 
degrees trom the astronomically north point of 
the moon’s limb; and 154g degrees east from 
the point of the limb which is nearest to the 
horizon. At this time the moon’s altitude wiil 
be only 744 degrees; so that the end of the 
occultation may not be visible from Chicago, as 
our horizon is usually cloudy low down in the 
western quarter. Seen through an inverting 
telescope the planet will emerge from behind 
what appears to be the upper horn of the moon, 
the rounded side being turned towards the left. 
Our rrams give the positions for naked-exe 
vers, as they will be largely in the majority 
Hose who read this article. 
ith reference to an observer in Chicago, the 
planet will traverse the chord of an arc of 110 
degrees on the moon’s southeastern limb. 
Suppose we draw on the mapa line, through 
Chicago, trending 3i}¢ degrees to the east of 
north, and (of course) 31}¢ degrees to the west 
of south. We sbail then have a line by which 
we may measure approximately the phase of 
the occultation outside this city, The moon will 
decline, relatively to the plahet, as we 
proceed northward along this line, and the far- 
ther we go in that direction (within the civil- 
ized area) the greater will be the duration of 
the occultation. As we proceed southward 
along the tine indicated, the moon’s altitude in- 
creases more rapidly than that of the planet; 
and the duration of the occultation decreases. 
Traveling in a direction perpendicular to this 
line, we have an occultation of nearly the same 
magnitude; but there is a limitation in the 
eastward direction, arising from the fact that 
the moon js low down in the southwest. To 
observers on the Atlantic seaboard the moon 
will have set before the planet emerges from 
behind her. 
For Jacksonville, in this State, situated 2 de- 
grees 5 minutes south, and 2 degrees 410 min- 
utes west, from the Dearborn Observatory, the 
occultation. will occur at Gh. 3m., and the be- 
ginning of the emersion at 7h. 6m. p. m., Chicago 
time. Tue planet will come out from behind 
the moon about one-eighth part less distance 
from the southern horn than at Chicago. By 
comparing these figures with those given above, 
it is evident that the times given for this city 
will apply, within three or four minutes, for any 
part of the State of IIlinois.

He talwes an eager interest in the 
question of remonetization, and is full of the 
subject. He expressed his gratitude that the 
remonetizationists had an effective representa- 
tive in the Graphic, alter which the conversation 
proceeded as follows. 

Reporter—If the Bland bill passes, what do 

you think will be its general effect! 
Mtr. Thompson—I have no douot the general 
effect would be good. It would restore a coin 
which was always respectable and popular. By 
so doing we should increase the amount of cur- 
revcy afloat and give 4 new use to silver, of 
which we ov this Continent produce so much. 

R.— What would be its effect on the national 


bonds 

Mr. T.— The effect would be that the bonds 
and Jegal-tender notes would be legally redeem- 
able in gold or silver,“ but taney would be re- 
deemable practically in silver alone. The idea 
of the double standard is a delusion. No nation 
has ever been able to keena double standard 
interconvertible for any length of time. If sil- 
ver is remonetized, it will €xpel gold and take 
its place. 

R.—Do the bankers in this city understand 
and consider that the redemption of bonds and 
leval-tender notes in silver would be according 
to the law and the contract? 

Mr. T.—Certainly, they do; but they oppose 
recoinage because they say it would be a breach 
ot faith to pay the bonds in anvthing but gold. 
They quote the written and published pledge of 
Secretary Sherman, that the funded bonds 
should be redeemed in gold. They say that 
whether there is a law for it or not, the faith of 
the nation is thereby pledged. 

R.—This pledge, even if regarded, would ap- 
ply only to the iunded bends, of course. 

Mr. T.—Just so; but it is the purpose of the 
nation to have the funded wan ultimately swal- 
low up the other loans, so that i Mr. Sherman’s 
plédge is to be kept, it would amount to the 
payment of principal and interest of all the 
bonds in gold. If Mr. Sherman’s pledge last 
summer, however, was made in yiolation of 
law, and in misapprehension of the effect of 
such a promise, that is another thing. 

R.—You say the passage of the Bland bill will 
bave a tendency to increase the currency; how 
so! 

Mr. T.—As soon as the Bland bil! has passed, 
and is signed by the President, we bankers will 
go to work and put out mare circulating notes 
witb silver for a basis. The public will wake up 
to the consciousness that there is no danger of 
furtber depreciation in values—prices of labor 
and everything else will slowly, but surely, 
rise. 

R.—What effect would such a bill have on the 
solvency of banks? 

Mr. ‘1.—Savings banks would wake to the 
fact that, while remonetization had taken away 
something from the goid value of their bonds, 
it had restored confidence to millions 
of people, and made. banks correspondingly 
safer and richer. So with our National Banks, 
—while remonetization would undoubtedly 
sweat a percentage off of their bonds, amount- 
ing to perhaps 4 or 5 per cent, it would also 
sweat an equal percentage off their debts. If a 
bank’s assets are reduced from a gold a 
silver standard its liabilities are similarly re- 

uced. 
7 R. — Tou speak as if the restoration would not 
reduce the currency to any great extent! 

Mr. T.—Neither precious metabwill be used 
to the extentof 1 per cent unless the Govern- 
ment unwisely deprive the people of a small 
paper currency, in which event silver only will 
take its place, and that of the character of the 
present issue of halves, quarters, and dimes. 

R.—Which is the more stable metal—gold or 


| silver? 
+ 


Mr. T.—The annual product of silver from 
the mines is, and always has been, with few 
and short intervals, more uniform and more re- 
The yield of gold is 
more spasmodic. instance some twenty years 
of early mining in Califorhia and simultaneous 
in Australia. At that period gold declined ip 
value as compared with silver, or silver appre- 
ciated as compared with gold. 

R.—Which is it—has silver declined or has 
gold advanced! 

Mr. T.—The answer to this, from a London 
standpoint, is, “Silver has declined.” If an- 
swered from India, China, Japan, or South 
America, the answer must be, Gold has ad- 
vanced.”’ 

R.—But it is said that goldisthe money of 
the world! 

Mr. T.—In the face of the oft-repeated asser- 
tion that gold is the money of the world, | ven- 
ture to assert that silver is the money of more 
than two-thirds of the world. Even in this coun- 
try, while every one has handled and wil handle 
silver coin, I verily believe that no one in ten 
will handle a gold eagle uring the next decade. 

R.—Then remonetization would practically 
have the effect of inflation 

Mr. T.—Undoubtedly it would to some ex- 
tent. Were the silver. dollar relegalized, and 
millions thrown in circulation, it would rapidly 
find its lodgment in our Vaults and powerfully 
aid in restoring confidence. We should no 
longer dread resumption; the fear of having a 
large issue of circulation Would vanish from our 
minds. I know that a million of silver is more 
effective in warding off a run than two millions 
of gold. I know that silyer, if drawn from one 
bank in a panic, will be oe the nearest 
satisfactory institution. In a panic, gold takes 
to itself wings. ‘ 

R.—Then you think that there is every rea- 
son for the remonetization of silver! 

Mr. T.— es; if adopting silver as the stand- 
ard and basis, for our admirable paper currency 
and credits will help us out of stagnation and 
depression, even in the face of a possible or 
probable premium of 3 to 6 per cent on gold. it 
will be wise to doit. That such a measure wu) 
act like a charm on the country 1 have no 
doubt, while a continuous struggie for a purely 
gold basis will, I fear, prolong aepression. 

R. — What parties are most interested in the 
defeat of the Bland bill? ‘ 

Mr. T.—It is only the importer and foreign 
banker that have a direct interest in establish- 
ing the gold standard; these are powerful in a 
very few of our importing cities, but very few 
in number and insignificant in interest when 
compared with the whole country. 

R.—Are many of the bankers and brokers in 
ha street and vicinity of your way of think- 

ng 

Mr. T.—In the lower part of this city I judge 
that about three-fourths of the business men 
are opposed to the Bland bill. They are misled 
by the newspapers, which seem to be mainly 

nst the bill, and very few take the trouble 
td think for themselves. I think that one-quar- 
ter of the bankers are in favor of the remone- 
tization of silver, having thought out its prac- 
tical operation and effect. In the upper part of 
the city and throughout the remainder of the 
State, 1 think the majority of the people are in 
favor of silver remonetization. 

R.—Do you try to understand or explain the 
curious position which has been taken unani- 
mousiy by the morning papers in favor of gold, 
and gold only? 

Mr. T.—I do not; it puzzles me. It seems to 
me that they are totally wrong, and that a very 
few weeks will prove them to be wrong. The

Conciliation has been the theme and bur- 
den of the French dispatches for the past 
fortnight, yet no one, so far as known, has 
been conciliated. The Chamber of Deputies 
has taken the initial steps in that direction, 
but has been met by the Elysee with repeated 


repulses. Maqhfenoxn's advisers are appar- 


ently persons of the political stripe who 
don’t desire the formation of a Parlihmenta- 


ry Ministry. There is a secret and powerful 


influence behind the President, and this in- 
fluence is working for the good, not of the 
general State, but of the various monarchical 
fabtions which have free access to the pres- 
ence of the Marshal. This influence is 
making itself felt in the Executive orders 
that must sound strange to the ears of the 
average Frenchman who is told that the 
Republic is Liberty. The common people 
of France having by their votes elected a 
large majority of the Chamber of Deputies 
to guard their interests against the constant- 
ly-recusring and* insidious attacks of the 
Monarchists have recently adopted the 
simplest method of indicating their opinions 
and desires with regard to the pending crisis. 
Petitions have been circulated in all parts of 
the country, the object being to give an ex- 
pression of the public feeling upon the ques- 
tion which most nearly concerns the people. 
But the sacred right of petition, it appears, 
is not recognized by the powers at Versailles, 
and the iron heel is brought into requisition 
to trample these expressions of the popular 
will under foot.. There will be no concilia- 
tion so long as the legislative and executive 
branches of the French Government look 
upon each other as public enemies. 
NATIONAL SAVINGS BANKS AND BONDS. 
The President in his message and the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in his angual report 
lay great stress upon the point that there are 
$729,000,000 of 6 per cent bonds still out- 
standing, and that the funding of these 
bonds in others bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest would accomplish a large annual re- 
duction in interest; and in their zeal to se- 
cure this reduction of interest they propose 
the issue of a gilt-edged bond, to be exclusive- 
ly payable in gold, with a special guarantee 
4 . . . 

against any decline in the value of gold. The 
President, however,in another part of his 
message, proposes the issue of a savings 
bond,—a popular bond,—and uses this lan- 
guage: : a 

I recommend that suitable provision be made to 
enable the people to easily convert their savings 
into Government securities as the best mode in. 
which smail savings may be well secured and yield 
a moderate interest. It is an object of public 
policy to retain among our own people the securities 
of the United States. In this way our country is 
guarded against their sudden return from foreign 
countries, caused by war or other disturbances be- 
yond our limits. ! 
The Secretary of the Treasury discusses 
the same question more at large. He says: 
The attention of Congress is called to the great 
value to our feilow-citizens of the organization of 
some plan for the collection, safe-keeping, aud 
profitable employment of stall deposits by the 
people. How far this can be done avithout trench- 
ing upon the proper functions of the State Gov- 
ernments is a question of difficulty; yet it is im- 
portant to secure, if possible, a general system 
throughout the United States. This can hardly be 
effected by the organization of a multitude of sav- 
ings banks, depending upon the fidelity, integrity, 
and skill of their officers, but the beneficial object 
of such banks might be secured by authorizing the 
deposit of small sums with any postal money-or- 
der office in the United States, and the issue of 
Government certificates, convertibie on demand of“ 
the holderinto 4 per cent bonds of the United 
States of such character, descripiion, and amount 
as will enable and induce prudent persons to con- 
vert their earnings into a public security Of stable 
value. The money thus received could be em- 
ployed in the redemption of outstanding bonds bear- 
ing a higher rate of interest. by some such sys- 
tem it is believed that the creat body of our public 
debt, reduced to its smallest possible burden, 
could be distributed among our own people, With 
a slight modification of existing law this beneficial 
result would be secured. The deposits now held 
by savings banks throughout the country amount 
to 8843. 154, 804, deposited by 2,300,000 persons, 
and mostly by deserving citizens, who thus wisely 
seek to preserve small savings for future need. No 
object could more strongly appeal to the con- 
siderate jadgment of Congress. The heavy losses 
that have been sustained through savings banks, 
whose funds have been improvidently loaned upon 
insufficient security, have inflicted far greater in- 
jury upon the depositors than would a similar loss 
suffered by persons engaged in banking or com- 
mercial pursuits. The Secretary, therefore, recom- 
mends that authority be granted to issue certificates 
for small deposits, convertible into 4 per cent 
bonds now authorized by law, the proceeds to be 
used solely for the redemption of bonds bearing a 
higher rate of interest, and now redeemable at par. 

The Comptroller of the Currency also dis- 
cusses the subject, and says: 

The French Government issues small coupon- 
bonds, or rentes, in denominations as low as 100 
francs, or about $20, for the convenience of those 
who desire to invest their savings in the public 
funds. The recent failures of - savings banks 
thronghout this country, having on deposit large 
amounts of the people's earnings, has suggested 
the propriety and policy of the issue by the Gov- 
ernment of 4 per cent bonds of a denomination 
less than $50. There is but little doubt that the 
savings of the people would be largely invested in 
such bonds, provided they could be readily nevo- 
tiated by the holders, when desired, without 
material loss. 


The President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury both favor the remonetization of 
the silver dollar, but they insist that such 
silver dollar shall not be made a legal-tender 
in the payment of the principal or. interest 
of such portion of the national bonds as 
have been issued since Feb. 12, 1873, when 
the silver dollar was discontinued. This is a 
concession of the fact that all the bonds 
issued before 1873, and now outstand- 
ing, were issued when the silver dollar 
was 8 legal-tender, and may lawfully 
be redeemed in that coin. Now, 
then, we have a pretty clear course to be 
pursued in effecting the funding of all the 
outstanding 6 per cent bonds. Let the silver 
dollar be recoined, and let the Government 
issue a 4 per cent bond in denominations as 
small as $25, and receive silver or green- 
backs, at the option of the purchaser, in ex- 
change for such bonds, the principal and in- 
terest of which to be payable in lawful 
money. The silver received from the sale of 
such bonds can be paid over to the holders 
of the 5-20s, and the greenbacks received can 
easily be exchanged for silver, and the latter 
can also be tendered to the holders of the 
called-in 5-20 bonds. 

There are in the United States over 2,000 
National Banks, and 3,000 or more private 
and savings banks. If these 5,000 banks 
were allowed, as the Comptroller of the 
Currency wisely advises, to invest their re- 
serves in these small popular-loan 4 per cent 
bonds, there would be that number of active 
agents, not only purchasing and holding 
these savings bonds, but deeply interested in 
having them distributed through the country. 
The Comptroller of the Currency states that 
the banks of Scotland, the bost- managed 
banks in the world, and all the incorporated 
banks of England and Ireland, hold not over 
5 per cent of their liabilities in actual money. 
The remainder of their reserves are invested 


in English consols, which bear only 3 per 
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cent interest. The aggregate of the reserve 
fund cf the banks in the United Kingdom 
held in British consols is as high as $600,- 
000,000, and there can be no questiqu but that 
the 5,000 and more banks,of all kinds in this 
country would put most of their reserves 
and all their unemployed funds in these 
popular-loan 4 per cent bonds, which for all 
practicable purposes when money was scarce 
would be as available as currency. Here, at 
once, the banking institutions of the country 
would find a market for an amount of these 
bonds equal perhaps to the half or the whole 
of the sum of 6 per cent bonds. In a little 
while the Government could call in all of 
the outstanding 5-205 and save 2 per cent 
or $14,000,000 a year thereon. 

The savings deposits of the country ag- 
gregate about $1,000,000,000. Between the 
demand by the banks and that of the per- 
sons having savings, deposits, there can be 
no question that the Secretary of the 
Treasury can find a market for 4 per 
cent bonds to a sum equal to that of all the 
outstanding 6 per cent bonds. Here, then, is 
a result saving to the country avery large 
sum annually in interest, reducing the weight 


plished without any cost save that of pylit- 
ing the bonds, and without the payment of 
percentages, or speculators, or syadicates; 
aresult that will at once place the silver 
dollar and the greenback at par with the 4 
per cent bond, which will always nearly, if 
not quite, equal gold; will give pérmanency 
and stability to our currency, and cheapen 
gold by lessening the demand for it. 
The Secretary’s scheme for resumption a 
year hence will be enormously assisted; the 
popular 4 per cent bonds will have made the 
legal-tender silver and greenbacks. If the 
Secretary shall be able, as both he and the 
President_confidently predict, to begin spe- 
cie payments a year hence and maintain 
them, then the greenback will be equivalent 
to gold, and, with the silver dollar, both 
sustained by convertibility into 4 per cent 
coin bonds, there can be no question as to 
the wisdom and expediency of, receiving 
both forms of currency in exchange for the 
popular bond. In fact, it is impossible to 
resist the impression that the popular 4 per 
cent bonds issued in exchange for silver or 
greenbacks at par will go far towards solving 
all the hard financial problems now so puz- 
zling to the wise men of Congress. For 
these reasons we earnestly urge Congress to 
adopt these recommendations of the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury, and 
give them legislative form at an early date. 
| ' 
SECRETARY SHERMAN’S RESUMPTION 
SCHEME. 


Secretary Saerman believes in resuming 
specie-payments Jan. 1, 1879. He wants the 
outstanding greenbacks to be contracted 
$52,000,000, and reduced by that time to 
$300,000,000. There will be some reduction 
by retiring greenbacks in proportion of $80 
to the issue of every $100 of new National 
Bank notes, and he proposes to apply the 
Funding act for the remainder. He expects 
to have $100,000,000 of available gold in the 
Treasury wherewith to go at the work of re- 
demption, and this he thinks will suffice. If 
we concede all of Secretary Suxnuax's san- 


} guine expectations to have been realized, 


then the Government will hav $300,000,000 
of greenbacks on hand, or at least all the 
greenbacks it shall have been able to 
redeem. What shall be done with these 
redeemed greenbacks, is a problem left un- 
determined by the Resumption act, and we 
are inclined to think designedly so. At all 
events, Mr. Saekman, who was then in the 
Senate at the head of the Finance Commit- 
tee, refused to explain when he was engi- 
neering the Resumption bill. Now, hdw- 
ever, he recommends that Congress = 
pass such additional legislation as will ena- 
ble him to reduce the amount of greenbdcks 
to $300,000,000, and authorize the reissue of 
greenbacks, so as to keep as much of this 
amount in circulation as the exigencies of 
the public interest may require.” ‘This 
means, necessarily, that the reisgue should, 
be at the discretion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. We subjoin an extract from the 
Secretary's report, which gives him the op- 
portunity of stating his own case: 

The Secretary ventures to express the opinion 
that the best currency for the people of the United 
States would be a carefully-limited amount of 
United States nutes, promptly redeemablé on pre- 
sentation in coin, and supported by ample reserves 
of coin, and supplemented by a system of National 
Banks, organized under general laws, free and 
open to all, with power to issue circulating-notes 
secured by United States bonds deposited with the 
Government, and redeemable in United States 
notes orcoin, Such a system will secure to the 
people a safe currency of equal value in all parts 
of the country, receivabie for all dues, and easily 
convertible into coin. Interest can thus be saved 
on so much of the public debt as can be conven- 
jently maintained in permanent circulation, leav- 
ing to National Banks the proper  basi- 
ness of duch corporations, of pro- 
viding currency for the varying chang- | 
es, the ebb and flow of trade. , 
It is far better to ik the maximum of legal -tender 
notes at $00,000,000, supported by a minimum 
reser¥e of 8100. 000. 000 of coin, only to be used 
for the redemption of notes not to be reissued until 
the reserve is restored. A demand for coin to ex- 
haust such a reserve may not occur, but, if events 
force it, its existence would be known and could 
be declared, and would justify a temporary suspen- 
sion of epecie payments. Some such expedient 
could no doubt be provided by Congress for an ex- 
ceptional emergency. In other times the general 
confidence in these notes would maintain them at 
parin coin, and justify their use as reserves of 
banks and for the redemption of vank-notes. 

But Secretary Suerman fails, so far as we 
have been able to discover, to explain how he 
is going to reissue the greenbacks that shall 
have been redeemed in gold. It is not con- 
templated, we imagine, that the Government 
expenses shall be allowed to exceed the Gov- 
ernment revenues, and the debt be thus in- 
creased for the mgre purpose of paying out 
these greenbacks. There can certainly be 
no design that the Government shall go into 
the banking business and discount commer- 
cial paper with greenbacks or loan them on 
collaterals. Then there seems but one of 
two ways in which the redeemed greenbacks 
ean be reissued, viz.: either by selling them 
for gold or using them to buy bonds. 

We will take the purchase of bonds as the 
first hypothesis. When the Government be- 
comes a purchaser of bonds, the effect is to 
enhance the value of the bonds, and the re- 
sult will be that the Government must pay a 
premium to redeem its own obligations. 
This is of itself an unprofitaple operation. 
But if the greenbacks shall thus be reissued 
at a loss to the Government, then 
the importers and speculators will be. 
gin to return them for redemption in gold 
at their face. The Government, according 
to Mr. Saerman’s scheme, will then have a 
coin reserve of $100,000,000 (acquired in 
some unexplained way) with which to meet 
this new demand for redemption. This sum 
exhausted, and the demand still going on, 
then the Government must either suspend 
specie payments again or begin to sell bonds 
at par or below in gold for which it has re- 
cently paid a premium in greenbacks. This 
process of buying bonds at a premium and 
selling them at or below par might go on 


indefinitely, but it would be a very costly 


scheme to the Government, with the single 
result of temporarily floating a ertain 
amount of the Government notes, ü 

The only other method for reissuing green- 
backs that have been redeemed in gold is to 
sell them again for what they will bring in 
gold. This will simply be an effort on the 
part of the Government to negotiate non- 
interest-bearing notes in the open market. 
It must look to bankers and brokers for ac- 
commodation. But bankers and brokers do 
not make accommodation loans for nothing. 
If the notes offered them bear no interest, 
then they will look for their profit in a dis- 
count, Having furnished the, Government 
with gold in exchange for greenbacks at a 
premium, be it ever so small, the broker 
will turn on his heel and present these same 
greenbacks for redemption in gold at par. 
The broker will continue this operation will- 
ingly as long as the Government can stand 
it. If the premium on gold which he 
charges the Government be only 1-10 of 1 
per cent, and he furnishes a million of dol- 
lars, the broker can make a cool $1,000 by 
turning around and demanding gold at par 
for the greenbacks he has just taken at a 
profit. It will not do to say that this sort of 
thing will not happen, for it is precisely the 
thing most likely to happen, and which will 
surely occur. 

Thus, of the only two methods which sug- 
gest themselves whereby greenbacks once re- 
deemed can be reisstled, neither can be 
adopted without an actual loss to the 
Government. If Secretary SHeRman knows 
of any other method, he should hasten to ex- 
plain it, or else withdraw his scheme for re- 
taining redeemed greenbacks with the 
privilege and discretion of reisguing them. 
We suspect that this implied promise of re- 
issue has been suggested as a bait to be 
thrown to, those who are opposed to the 
enforced resumption of Jan, 1, 1879. It is 
intended to appease those who are justly 
alarmed at the prospect of a sudden contrac- 
tion of the currency, by making them believe 
that the currency thus withdrawn can be put 
again into the market. But how? This he 
has never explained. The simple fact is that 
resumption requires the retirement and 
destruction of greenbacks, and it is unfair to 
conceal this obvious necessity.

A NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 

About ten months since Mr. LonGreLLow 
attained his 70th birthday, and Mr, Warrrrer 
will, on the 17th day of this month, come to 
the same period in his life. The reaching of 
this venerable age by so distinguished a per- 
son as Mr. Wurrrrer is a memorable event. 
Three-score years and ten is the limit fixed 
by the Scriptures for the ordinary life, of 
man; and, though this limit is often exceed- 
ed in mere existence, it is seldom passed 
with energies unimpaired or productive 
powers in full operation. Though it cannot 
be said that Mr. Wurrrrer does not feel his 
years, or that as a poet he has a career still 
before him, it is true that he has not yet be- 
gun to decay. He is still a large figure 
in contemporary literature, and even as 
a vérsifier can compete successfully 
with any poet of a later gener- 
ation. The Literary World for Decem- 
ber prints tributes in verse to Mr, Warrier 
from nearly every American poet of emi- 
nence. Henry W. LoxrRLLOW, Bayarp 
Taytorn, Epuunp C. Srepmay, OLiver 
WN DELL. Houmes, Pact H. Hayne, J. G. 
HolLa xp, Georcz P. Larurop, Hiram 
Rica, Lyp1ta Magia Cutts, James Freeman 
CuaRKE, WILLIAM 8. S#URTLEFF, CELIA 
Tuaxter, Cuaruotre F. Bates, Evizaseru 
Srvuargt Pmirs, and WLAN Liuorp Gar- 
nis are among the names represented. 
Letters are also printed from Ronan D H. 
Dana, WILLIAu CuLLEN Bryant, Gon 
Bancrort, President Eor, Col. Hiearnson, 
Franots Parkman, Mrs. Srowx, and others. 
The remarkable thing in all these congratu- 
lations is the tone of affectionate admiration 
in which they are expressed, Few men who 
have played so active a part in a current 
political agitation could retain, as Mr. 
Wuirttier has, the personal regard of all his 
contemporaries. No one less upright, less ear- 
nest, or less pure in thought could have been 
so widely honored in old age. 

The lesson of Mr. Wurrrter’s life is not 
drawn from his success as a poet. Fame 
came to him in consequence of natural gifts, 
which, if they had not been peculiar ‘snd be- 
yond the reach of most men, would not have 
brought fame. The conditions under which 
he labored in this respect cannot be compre- 
hended fully, or at least not realized, by 
those who have never confronted them. But 
the conduct which surrounds his fame with 
a still brighter glory—the honor and affec- 
tion of his countrymen—can be understood 
and imitated by the humblest reader of his 
poetry. A high devotion to principle made 
uim as aman what many poets have failed 
to be,—a philanthropist. Sacrifice of self to 
the common good has been the conspicuous 
rule of: his life. Wuutrrize did not 
become an advocate of the aboli- 
tion of slavery by accident, or in 
the late years when success seemed in- 
sured and opprobium was the hardest trial 
to be sustained. Forty-one years 4go he was 
appointed Secretary of the Amefican Anti- 
Slavery Society, and only two years later the 
office of his newspaper was burned and 
sacked byamob. He was thenceforth not 
merely stronger than ever in his convictions, 
but devoted to the cause body and soul, so 
that he in some measure sacrificed his literary 
reputation to the necessities of his party. 
He would have written perhaps more and 
better poetry, and would have left better 
memorials of his work, if he had not been en- 
grossed in political cares. uring all the 
period of his connection with the Anti- 
Slavery Society his writings were tinctured by 
the thought which had taken such possession 
of his mind; and, from a literary stand- 
point, it was his misfortune that the success 
of his endeavors as au agitator deprived his 
work asa literary man of permanent interest. 
His reputation as a poet will rest chiefly 
upon what he has done since the abolition 
of slavery, and this was done top late per- 
haps to have the benefit of youthful fire 
and enthusiasm. Mr. Warrtize deserves to 
be remembered, therefore, as one who en- 
dured eontumely and loss in a righteous 
cause, and who sacrificed to it prospects of 
fame in another direction. He may have 
fallen thus upon a life that will be in the 
higher sense its own reward, since it will 
give him a place among the benefactors of 
his race which no mere literary success 
could insure. : 

A superficial correspondent thinks he has 
made a powerful point in the following: 

Where is the economy in remonetizing the silver 
dollar to be a full legal-tender for ali debts, public 
and private? It is quite certain that whereas the 
Government is now refunding the public debt at 
or about 4 per cent, with interest and principal 
understood to be payable in gold, that on an un- 
limited silver basis they would have to pay at least

im silver; and if the bond was renewed for twenty 
years more, the bond would have to be paid twice 


is the economy in this kind of financiering? 

Why could not the Government refund in 
a 4 per cent silver bond as well as in a 4 per 
cent gold bond? If the Government offers 
to sell a 4 per cent thirty-year bond for 
silver dollars, why would not the people buy 
it with silver dollars? If the Government 
will issue 4 per cent thirty-year bonds, and 
take silver in payment, the purchaser can- 
not object to being repaid, principal and in- 


, terest, in. the same coin. With the silver 


received from the public in the sale of those 
bonds the Government can call im an equal 
amount of its outstanding five-twenty 6 per 
cent coin bonds, and cancel them. Those 
bonds are all payable in silver at the option 
of the Government. Everybody knows 
that. Hence there would be no loss of 2 per 
cent, 1 per cent, or any other per cent, in 
selling 4 per cent bonds for silver, and with 
the silver thus obtained calling in and pay- 
ing off five-twenty 6 per cent bonds, and 
such 4 per cent silver bonds would go off 
like hot cakes, if the silver dollar were re- 


monetized. 
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THE MISSISSIPPI LEVEES. 

The Southern press, under the lead of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, keeps harping 
away upon the necessity of appropriations 
for stopping up the outlets of the Mississippi 
River, or, as they style it, for the construc- 
tion of levees, the object being the protec- 
tion and reclamation of private property. 
The Courier-Journal’s latest scheme is the 
bill of the Hon. Casxx Youna, for levee con- 
struction, which asks for the issue of $45,- 
000,000 in Government bonds; payable thirty 
years from date, and to bear interest at 6 per 
cent, payable semi-annually in gold or silver 
coin. What is proposed to be done with this 
$45,000,000, which in time of course would 
grow into $145,000,000? The Courier-Jour- 
nal lays outa dazzling scheme. There are 
forty miles of levees to be built in Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and Lonisiana, which were 
washed away two years ago. There are 
needéd 1,000,000 yards of levee work at 
Morganza and Bonnet Carre; that is, these 
two outlets of the river must be stopped up. 
The latter outlet, into Lake Pontchartrain, was 
made at the last overflow, and lowered 
the river until it relieved the up-country for 
along distance. But Morganza and Bonnet 
Carre are a small part of the process of shut- 
ting up the river and attempting to restrain 
it from discharging its surplus through nat- 
ural outlets, by heaping it up between still 
higher embankments. We are informed that 
the river-front requiring levees, from Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., to the Gulf, measures 1,270 
miles. According to the proposed plan, 
these levees are to be set a mile back, with a 
belt of timber to be planted as a breakwater, 
1,000 feet in width. The specifications call 
for a continuous levee of 1,270 miles, with 
an average thickness at the base of 114 feet, 
and 62 feet at high-water line. This is the 
modest proposition made by the South, 
which the Louisville Courier-Journal says 
will be agreed to in time, when the Demo- 
crats come into power and have control of 
the money-bags. We wouid like to ask the 
Courier Journal what kind of a job it would 
be for the Government to construct 
a Chinese wall 114 feet wide at 
the bottom, and 62 feet wide at 
the height of 14 feet, across the States 
of Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New Jersey to New York City? 
And yet this is the kind of scheme that the 
South proposes, only their wall is 270 miles 
longer than the Chinese wall. This wall is 
to be built by the issue of bonds, interest 
and principal: payable in gold, and taxes are 
to be levied all over the United States for 
thirty years in payment for this assumed 
protection to private property. Upon what 
principle would the representatives of the 
people, North as well as South, propose to 
vote for this scheme? Where would they 
find the constitutional right to build a foot 
of levee for the protection of private 
property ? If they claim a right to build 
levees on the Mississipp}, then there is 
manifestly the same right to build levees on 
every river in the country, and a city on 
the banks of the Ohio or Susquehanna, or a 
farmer on the banks of a muddy creek that 
overflows his lowlauds in thespring may, with 
equal propriety and right, demand that the 
Government shall build levees to protect the 
property. The size of the stream makes no 
difference with the question of right. If 
the planters on the Mississippi have the 
right to demand that Government shall pro- 
tect their farms, then the farmers on any 
stream in the country that overflows have a 
right to the same protection. There is no 
lawful reason for the demand, no constitu- 
tional ground upon which the Government 
can go into the levee business, 

There is a plain, simple, and constitutional 
way in which the Government can relieve the 
overflow of the Mississippi, and that is by 
giving it outlets instead of shutting them up. 
The Bonnet Carre crevasse itself suggested 
the plan. Here the river tore its way through, 
forming a natural outlet into Lake Pontchar- 
train, which was lower than the level of the 
river, thus lowering the river two or three 
feet, and if the outlets from Lake Pontchar- 
train into the sound bad been sufficient to 
accommodate the overflow, the fall of 
the river would have been still greater. 
The Bonnet Carre crevasse suggests the con- 
struction of a canal which not only could be 
lawfully made, but would be in accordance 
with the laws of Nature, in giving the river an 
additional outlet sufficient to lower it five or 
six feet almost by its own action. Nature 
has pointed out the spot where such an out- 
let can be easily made. Cut a ship-canal from 
the battle-ground below New Orleans through 
the Cypress swamp into Lake Borgne, and the 
problem is solved. The Government has 
only to grub ont this swamp, clearing away 
the roots and stumps, and the river itself, by 
its very fall and current, will almost cut its 
own way through, not only relieving the 
overflow, but also forming a practicable ship- 
canal which will always be open until the 
water of the river approximates to the level 
of the ocean. But, say the levee advocates, 
where is the constitutional authority? 
If it is unconstitutional to build 
levees, is it not unconstitutional to 
build ship-canals for the relief of 
the river? There is the same authority 
for building this canal that there is for mak- 
ing any navigation improvement,—the same 
authority that there was for the falls around 
Louisville, for the Fox River improvement, 
and for the very jetties now in process of 
construction at the mouths of the Mississip- 
pi. This channel would not alone relieve 
the river, but would improve navigation by 
giving the whole commerce of the Guif 
coast @ clear approach to New Orleans, say- 
ing a detour of. two or three hundred miles. 
Such a canal would bea saving of money. 
Even if the other scheme were constitution- 
al, $45,000,000 would not represent one-half 
the cost of constructing this 1,270-mile wall 
of levee, with the strip of condemned river- 
front a mile in width for the entire length, 
for which the Government would have 


| over, besides the 4 per cent yearly interest. Where | to pay, and with thé constant ro- 


pairs made necessary by this colossally- 
absurd to dam up the 
Mississippi and keep it from overflowing by 
piling its waters up higher. The canal 
scheme has every advantage in its favor, 
first, because it is constitutional; second, 
because it is more economical; third, be- 
cause it will relieve the overflow of the river 
by the only means which nature points out; 
fourth, because it will improve navigation 
from the Gulf to New Orleans; and lastly, 
because it does away with a scheme to plun- 
der the Treasury for the benefit of private 
property. Two hundred millions of dollars 
would not finish the wall of levee advocated 
by the Courier-Journal, and when finished, 
the next overflow of the river would break it 


down again. 


The new County Board has been ushered 
into existence under auspicious conditions 
by the choice of Mr. Senne as President 
and his delivery of a stirring appeal for re- 
trenchment, which re-echoes the sentiment of 
the entire community except those who are 
engaged in the business of tax-eating. Mr. 
Sznne explained very explicitly in his open- 
ing speech that the County Board cannot go 
on spending money at the old rate without 
increasing the deficiency at the close of 
every year, and thus creating an unlawful 
debt. Its authority to raise taxes is restrict- 
ed to 75 cents on the $100 of valuation, and 
the total revenues of the county will be 
$1,516,500 at the utmost to meet an out- 
lined expenditure of $1,782,865, leaving 
a deficiency of $266,365. The Board 
cannot enlarge its own powers for 
levying taxes, and it must then 
reduce expenditures. The great saving to 
be made is in the reduced cost of maintain- 
ing the public charities, and Mr. Senne is of 
the opinion that this can best be accom- 
plished by personal purchase from leading 
merchants of the supplies needed, and by 
holding the Superintendents of the various 
charities responsible for their safe keeping 
and economical distribution. Such ascheme 
will require the devotion of more time than 
the County Commissioners have been accus- 
tomed to give the public, but Mr. Szennz 
reminds them that they are paid by the pub- 
lic, and have accepted their places with the 
understanding that they shall devote their 
time to the public interests. He also re- 
minds them aptly that four of the present 
members of the Board were elected last year 
by the Democrats under the watchWord of 
Tum and Reform,” and that five 
others have been elected this year by the Re- 
publicans under the pledge of Economy 
aud Reform.” Thus both Democrats and 
tepublicans in the Board are pledged to re- 
trenchment, and now let them set about it. 


Some weeks ago we tound in various papers 
statements to the effect that when the bill 
making an appropriation of a million and a half 
of dotiars for the Centennial Exposition was 
pending in Congress, Mr. WiLLiam M. 
SpRINGER, Representative from the Springfield 
District in this State, overlooked and read an 
amendmeut to the bill prepared by Mr. Epew, 
also of this State; that this amendment changed 
the character of the appropriation so as to make 
it a loan, and that Mr. Epzn intended to offer 
it when the proper time arrived; that Mr. 
SPRINGER hurried to his own desk and commit- 
ted to writing the Ebzx amendment so far as 
he could remember the terms, and, subse- 
quently getting the floor in advance of EprEn, 
offered it tu the House, and it was adopted; 
that while the EDEN amendment was cleag in 
its language, that submitted by SPRINGER 
was so illy put together that the Cen- 
tenvial Commissioners refused to pay 
back the money because such a require- 
ment was not contained in the law. 
The statements further affirmed that Mr. 
SPRINGER had begged the Attorney-General to 
let him make an argument before the Supreme 
Court on the suit for the recoverv of the 
money, and that since then Air. SPRINGER has 
asked Congress to yote him a fee of $10,000 for 
his legai services. A letter from Mr. SPRINGER 
assures us that all these statements are untrue, 
so tar as he ia concerned, and that (1) he never 
had any knowledge that Mr. Epen had prepared 
or intended to offer any amendment on that 
subject, and that no suggestion was ever made 
to him, directly or indirectly, on the subject. 
(2) That he never-asked the Attorney-General to 
be permitted to argue the casein the Supreme 
Court; that the request todo so proceeded 
from the Attorney-General to him. (3) That he 
has never presented a bil! for $10,000, or any 
other sum, to Congress. What he has asked is 
permission to go before the Court of Claims and 
prove the value of his services. If those serv- 
ices were worth nothing, then he will be sub-

Mr. Surrnbought to know enough to know 
that it frequently happens that one party elects 
the Governor and the other the Legislature 
at the same election. Thus the Republicans 
carried the Legisiature of Indiana in 1876 and 
the Democrats elected Blue Jeans “ Governor 
at the same time. The Republicans won the 
Legislature of New York last year and lost 
the Governor. In the case of South Carolina, 
Haurrox ran largely ahead of his ticket, and 
the Republican Supreme Court of the State on 
a canvass of the returns declared him entitled 
to the seat. CorBin (Rep.) was elected Senator 
while CHAMBERLAIN was acting as Governor. 
and before HAMPTON was inducted into office. 
The Legisiature, or rather the House, was di- 
vided into two parts—the Republicans organiz- 
ing one faction and the Democrats the other. - 
separately. The Democrats claimed to have « 
majority of legally-elected House members, and 
held that the Republicans were in a minority in 
that branch, but the Republicans denied that 
they were in a minority in the House. The 
point turned on some contested seats.’ The 
Democrats admittea the Republicans had a ma- 
jority of the Senate. The Senate voted 
in joint session with the Republican House fac- 
tion, and CoRBIN received a majority of all 
the lawfully-elected members of the General 
Assembly. This is what the Republicans claim 
to be the fact.

RESERVED SEATS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Dec. 3.—I wish to say a word about 
reserved seats and the sale thereof, and, for the 
purpose of illustrating my compMint, will men- 
tion two recent departures from what seems to 
me to be honesty in advertising. 

Forthe Kellogg-Cary concerts at the Taber- 
nacie on Tuesday and Wednesday nights of last 
week there were advertised and sold in the usual 
way reserved seats at $1 each, with numbered 
coupons entitling holders to certain particular 
chairs. Allrightso far. But for the Saturday 
matinee reserved seats were advertised as be- 
fore, except that the price was put at 75 cents, 
when, as a matter of fact, there was not a single 
reserved seat sold or for sale @ any price. The 
75-cent tickets merely gave admission to a cer- 
tain part of the house—say to that part of the 
main floor not under the galleries, and to a por- 
tion of the galleries—and that was all. The 
reserved seats“ were of precisely the kind 
that Barnum gives to his victims—one side of 
the tent being “reserved” for those who pay 
75 cents, and another side being reserved for 
those who pay 50 cents, and the outside being 
reserved“ for those who don’t pay anything. 
Such things do well enough in a circus, but seem 
rather out of place for a grand concert in the 
Lord's barn.

I was fain to sit not very contentedly where I 
and those with me could hear with difficulty 
and see with — from the blinding light that 
shines down from the roof. I don’t know who 
“run’’ the lecture, but somebody did, and did 
it in a way calculated, and I suppose intended, 
to deceive people until they got there as to what 
it would cost to get a decent seat. 

Now, I propose that those who want people to 
come to their entertainments of any sort shall 
deal honestly and fairlv in the way of advertis- 
ing, and not advertise “reserved seats unless 
there are such to be had, and not advertise ad- 
mission 50 cents,’”’ and then, when they get a 
fellow into the building, squeeze him out of two 
shillings more for a place to sit down.

THEY STILL PURSUE THEM. 

The war against the ticket-scalpers is being 
kept up with undiminished vigor, and blows 
after blows are pouring down upon them. 
Though they still pat on a defiant air, yet it is 
only a question of time when they will have to 
pack up and engage in some other business. 
The committee appointed by the General Ticket 
and Passenger Agents last Monday to prosecute 
the scalpers found sejling tickets without a 
license, and to appoint an attorney, held a meet- 
ing yesterday, and took decisive steps towards the 
accomplishment of the work assigned to them. 
This committee consists of the following gen- 
tlemen: F. R. Meyers, Pittsburg & Fort Wayne; 
James Chariton, Chicago & Alton; H. C. Went- 
worth, Michigan Central; W. P. Johnson, Dli- 
nois Central; and E. Gallup, Kankakee Line. 
They resolved to begin the prosecution of the 
scalpers found selling tickets contrary to 
law at once, and that two scalrers 
shall be hauled up before a Justice 
of the Peace every day by a different 
road until each has bag its turn, and then begin 
again until no scalpers are leit to prosecute. 
To the Michigan Central was assigned the task 
of beginning the fun. and Genera! Ticket and 
Passenger Agent Wentworth secured ecnough 
evidence last eveniifg against Justus Goodrich 
and Mulford & Mackenzie to warraut suit, 
and they will be hauled before a Justice to-day. 
Mr. W. 8. Milliken, tormerly assistant to the 
Solicitor of the Panhandle Road, has been re- 
tained by the railroads to prosecute these 
parties. 

In order to defray the expenses of the prose- 
cution, the Committee has been authorized to 
call upon each road for $100, to form a fund to 
be placed in the hands of a Treasurer, who sball 
disburse it under the orders of said Committee. 
and if the amount thus obtained is not sufficient 
the Committee may call for more funds, as they 
may be needed. 

The scalpers have tried for several days past 
to organize and make a united defense against 
their powerful adversaries, but so far have been 
unable to come to an understanding, the better 
class of these men being unwilling to identify 
themselves with the scalawags, and therefore 
the parties hauled before the Justices will have to 
fight singlehanded, if they fight at all. 


THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL EUROPEAN 
LIN E. 

The Ilunois Central Railroad Company ex- 
pects to be ready to take consignments of grain 
and hog products for Europe via New Orleans 
in about a fortnight. A party of owners and 
Directors of the New Orleans & Liverpool Steam- 
ship Line are expected in this city in a few days

The officials of 
tie Illinois Central contemplate xing 
the rate on ain at 40 cents per 100 
pounds to New Orleans and 70 cents to Liver- 
pool, the same as now charged by the Eastern 
trunk lines. They say this is a fair and reason- 
able rate, which will pay the road a small mar- 
gin of profit. Atalower rate the Company 
would lose money, and it would be no object for 
them to go lower, as in such an event the trunk 
lines would’ also come down, and they would 
have no more advantage than when charging 
the above-named rate. But they mean to ad- 
here to this figure throughout the winter, 
which will prevent the trunk lines from making 
a further advance should they be so inclined. 
Under no circumstances would they consent to 
become a party to any pool or combination, and 
it will therefore be in the interest of the people 
of the West and Northwest to give them a fair 
share ot the traffic, and sustain a line whose ob- 
ject it is to prevent the establishment of extor- 
tionate rates by competing roads during the 
time when the competition by lake is stopped.

| CHECK-RAISING. 


Bold and Successful Robbery by 
a Trusted Bank Em- 
ploye. 

The Collection-Clerk in the Stock- 
Yards Bank Gets Away 
With $6,500. 


Last evening there leakefl out at police head- 
quarters the details of one ot the boldest bank 
forgeries ever attempted in this city. The 
crime was perpetrated by a trusted employe, 
who had been in the service of the 


bank for nearly eight years. A week 
ago Saturday, Charles E. Williams, 
the cc.ection clerk of the Union 


Stock-Yards National Bank, made out a check 
for $10 on the First National Bank of this city, 
which he presented to Mr. E. 8. Stickney, the 
Cashier, for signature, who appended thereto 


his autograph, as he had done hundreds of 


‘times before, without asking any questions. 
These checks, generally made payable to bearer, 
were given in large numbers every day to 
stockmen doing business at the Yards, so 
that they could draw the currency down town, 
in case thev wanted to use it. Shortly after the 
check had been made out, Williams applied for 
leave of absence for three or four days, stating 
that he wished to go to Indianapolis for some 
orthopedic apparatus for his child. who 
was troubled with a serious deformity. 
Mr. Stickney was loth to allow him to go, 
as the rush ot business, crowing ont of the 
financial unpleasantness consequent upon the 
failure of the Third and Central National 
Banks necessitated the presence of all the 
bank empleyes. Williams pleaded absolute 
necessity, and finally Mr. Stickney con- 
sented to his absence until the following 
Tuesday. He then put on his overcoat 
said good-by to his fellow-clerke and took his 
departure. Tuesday came around, but it failed to 
produce Williams. Wednesday he did not put 
in an appearance, and, as no one had seen him, 


a little uneasiness was felt, which sud- 
denly assumed gigantic proportions when 
one of the other clerks, who had 


taken temporary charge of the checks returned 
from the First National Bank, discovered a 
check for $6,500. of which no record appeared 
on Williams’ ledger. An investigation imme- 
diately followed, and it was soon discovered 
that the check for $10, payable to bearer, 
which Williams bad made out just before he 
took his departure, had been raised to $6,500. 
It did not take much elaborate guessing to con- 
nect Williams’ intense anxiety to go to Indian- 
apolis, and his failure to return, with the raised 
check. Inquiries were instituted, but nothing 
could be learned of his whereabouts. Tele- 
grams sent to Indianapolis failed to give any 
ciew. His relatives bere could throw no light on 
the missing mati, and Monday the affair was 
placed in tue hands of the police. It ‘is now 
supposed that he is either in Canada or floating 
around New York under an assumed name. 

As has been remarked, Williams enjoyed the 
fullest confidence of the bank officials. 
Previous to entering its employ he was 
a clerk in the Stock-Yards Post-Office. 
On going into the service of the bauk he was 
given the position of messenger, from which he 
gradually worked his way up. He is about 28 
years of age, and has been twice married. His 
first wife died while giving birth to the de- 
formed child alluded to. About two years ago 
he married a sécond time, and it is stated 
by those who areina position to know that 
the union was not vroductive of even an aver- 
age amount of conjugal happiness. He had no 
bad habits, was careful, attentive, and methodic- 
al in his business, and was a general favorite 
with those connected with the bank as well as 
with those who did business with it. No reason 
is assigned for his fall, except unpleasant do- 
mestic relations. a

Robert Giffen, in his new work on Stock Ex- 
change Securities. which/is highly commended vy 
the London Timer and Specia/or, brings forward 
dome laws controlling the fluctuations of 
stocks. Dull or hard times push up the prices of 
first-class stocks; investment stocks tend to fal! 
‘when the business improves and tne demand for 
capital increases; prices move in cycles, rising for 
a period and then failing for a period; under the 
competition of capital for investments ‘prices of 
first-class stocks tend towards a permanently 
higher level; interest tends to lessen; the very 
best securities, like Government bonds, rise during 
a stock panic. These are some of the recurrences 
Mr. Giffen has observed in the movements of long

ALDER GULCH. 
Enginecring and Mifiing Journal. 

In the spring of 1863 a party of five miners 
from Bannack took the trail for the Yellow- 
stone and Big Horn country, which for some 
time had been supposed to be rich in gold. 
Shortly after crossing the Madison on their way 
eastward they encountered Indians, and were 
driven back across the spur west of Madison 
into the valley of the Stinking Water. Follow- 
ing down this stream towards its junction with 
the Jefferson, they camped over night at the 
mouth of anarrow gorge coming in from the 
east. As usual, they prospected its bed, and 
to their intense gratification found exceea- 
ingly rich prospects. Stimulated by success, 


they pushed explorations next morning 
still further, and before the day was over 
had satisfied themselves that the new 


creek was richer than any yet found in the 
Territory. This was Alder Gulch, which proved 
the most productive mountain gorge for its 
length that has probably ever been found in 
any part of the world, and whose history, if it 
could be written, would present, perhaps, the 
wildest scenes of dissipation and lawlessness 
that could be found. 

The Fairweatifer party, the discoverers, im- 
mediately located and staked out the richest 
ground they could find, and began washing, 
meeting with unprecedepied success. For a 
time the discovery was kept a secret, but 
ultimately provisions had to be bought, and the 
trip made to Bannack for these resulted in 
the publication of the news. Instantly 
there was a tremendous rush to Alder. The 
gulch was invaded by thousands of the wildest 
and most untamed of the pioneers of 


those days. Prospecting disclosed the fact that, 


it was rich from end to end, from the base of 
Old Baldy at its head far down into the Valley 
of the Stinking Water. Every foot of ground 
was taken up, an@ much was claimed twice and 
three times, a circumstance which instantly ne- 
cessitated a large graveyardand aCoroner. With 
hardly an exception, every claim in the canyon 
became almost immediately highly profitable. 
In twelve months a population of 15,000 had 
congregated there, and five miniature cities had 
sprung to life. During the summer of 1563 
over $5,000,000 in dust, a yield almost incredi- 
ble, bad been taken from the bed of the 
creek, and in the spring of the following year 
the population had increased through emi- 
gration from all parts of the United States, 
both East and West, to neariy 20,000. Many 
claims yielded to their owners $100,000, and 
several doubled that amount. It can be easilv 
imagined bow wild must have been the days on 
that rugged stream. where fortunes were so 
plentiful, and where every attraction which the 
senses could cali for was placed within reach of 
the miners so suddenly raised to aflluence. The 
flush times at Washoe were child’s play to 
these Alder Gulch days. 

Of the five settlements strung along the nar- 
row seventeen miles of the gulch, Virginia, 
being the most centrally located, was the most 
prominent. and is to-day the only one inhabit- 
ed. it is pleasantly located on the east bank of 
the creek, and for a number of years was the 
Capital of the Territory. During the tour years 
succeeding the discovery this canyon yielded 
the enormous amount of $35,000,000. 

The geology of Aider Gulch is interesting in 
the extreme. At its head stands a -rugged 
granite mountain, so steep that the soil finds 
but scanty foothold of its slopes. It is cut and 
seamed: in every direction with gold-veins, 
whose outer top may be distinctly traced by the 
eye for long distances. Following down the 
canyon the formation gradualiy passes into 
giness, and from that into the quartzites, slates, 
and finally the more recent and unaltered sedi- 
mentary rocks. The gneiss, like the granite $f 
Old Baldy, is full of large and strong gold 
veins, which cross the gulch diagonally from 
side to side. Through these highly auriferous 
formations the waters of Alder Creek have been 
cutting their way for ages, and the frosts 
of winter have been at work on the steep 
slopes of the upper gulch, hurling 
down huge fragments of quartz for the stream 
below to grind to powder. Thus, a process of 
disintegration and concentration has gone on 
through the centuries, resulting finally in a 
vast deposition of the precious metal toan ex- 
tent far beyond any precedent. 

Of course, the fame of Alder declined in 
time. Confederate, Last Chance, Biackioot, 
Ophir. and other new discoveries drew away 
thousands. Its best days ended with 1867, 
aud when the first attempts at quartz mining 

proved, through mismanagement and incom- 
petency, to be abortive, the towns in the 
vailey shrank rapidiy in size. With this de- 
crease of eo came an era of law and 
order, and Virginia City, losing the palm to 
Helena, became the town we find it to-day, a 
moderately lively mountain camp of 3,000 
or 4,000 inhabitants, depending lor its 
daily support on the crumbs of former days, 
vainly striving to sustain the dignity of the 
past, and anxiously awaiting for the capitalists 
who will have the means to collect the hun- 
dreds of thousands of small and now valucless 
(if worked separately) claims into a few large 
properties, and to taking in the much-needed 


supply of water. 


The thirty odd millions of dust which have 
come from the famous gulch may be considered 
as barelya quarter of what was in its bed at 
first. The opportunity for successful adven- 
tures in working the abandoned claims is very 
great, and has already been seized upon to some 
extent. Numerons attempts have been made 
also to work the goid veins so abund- 
ant in the gulch, and a moderate amount 
of success has been attained. The re- 
vival of actual production in Alder is now 
only a question of afew years. The enormous 
figures of the early day will hardly be repeated, 
but. as a mining district, presenting favorable 
and attractive inducements for capital, it is 
hardly to be surpassed. The great veins whose 
debris lined the bottom of the canyon with gold 
in the past, contain stili many times more than 
they haye given up, and only wait to be worked 
in an intelligent manner to begin pouring out 
once more their treasures. 

The Fairweather party, who discovered the 
guich, realized immediately from their claims, 
and threw away their gold in all forms of excess 
and dissipation, as was custemary among the 
pioneers. William Fairweather, the leader of 
the party, acharecter in our national history, 
Lot unlike Comstock. the discoverer oi the fa- 
mous mines in Nevada, died, like the latter, in 
abject poverty, with few friends, and with 
scarce a shelter over his bead. In both cases 
the discoverer was forgotten or lost in the fame 
of his discovery.

In the Times of Oct. 27 a correspondent gives 
an account of a periodical drunkard who would 
get drunk every sixty days, and who, though 
offered large sums of money, could not possibly 
refrain for sixty-five days. It reminded meof a 
somewhat different case; a sea Captain, who 
salled from Portland, Me., but who lived about 
four miles from that city, on a stage-line. He 
was never abie to spend a single hour in Port- 
land without drinking, and after he had taken 
the first glass was never sober until he again 
went to sea. He had a noble wife and three 
beautiful daughters, of all of whom he was very 
proud, as well he might be. To this family, 
when sober, he was thoroughly devoted, and 
they repaid his fondness with extreme devotion. 
The old Captain was the soul of honor at all 
times, and, with the exception of his drinking 
habits, he was in every way strictly upright, 
and especially capable as a ship’s com- 
mander.

He had now noidea that 
this time he should drink, but became terribly 
anxious to reach his family and convince their 
loving hearts that bis afféction for them was suf- 
ficient to overcome his: appetite He landed, 
buttoned his overcoat to his chin in his excess of 
resolution, reported to the owners, walked de- 
liberately to the nearest rum-shop, and in two 
hours was stupidly drunk again. An unscen, 
inexplicable, vet irresistible power carried him, 
in spite of all his good resolutions, to the fatal 
resorts. He went to a low hotel and buried 
himself from his fréends and did nothing but 
drink, thoroughly determined not to go home 
at all this trip. But love hunted him out; his 
wife got him home and straightened him out for 
another voyage.

A NEW RIVER-STEAMER. 

Capt. Ben Eyster, at his ship- vard on the North 
Branch, will commence in a day or two to lay the

THE MAYOR HAVING VETOED THE ORDINANCE 
providing for leasing a portion of the Lake- 
Front Park to the Base-Ball Club, and the matter 
having gone back to the Judiciary Committee 
for further examination and investigation, it 
may not be out of place to Jook back a little and 
see for what purposes the blocks between Ran- 
dolph and Madison strects have heretofore been 
used. Prior tothe time of Judge Drummonda’s 
injunction in August, 1560, there was no ques- 
tion as tothe right of the city to lease them, 
for a brief period at least. 

CIRCUSES AND OTHER SHOWS 
contracted 4 habit of squatting on this ground, 


and, in order to reguiate the matter, Ald. 
Somers offered, early in 1570, a resolution em- 
powering the Comptroller to grant licenses to 
traveling exbibitions to show on the lake-front. 
The matter was considered favorably by the 
Committee on Licenses, which submitted a re- 
port, which was adopted, recommending— 
That the Mayor and Comptroller be, and they are 
hereby, authorized and directed to grant licenses to 
traveling exhibitions, to exhibit under canvas. 
onthat part of Lake Park lying between Randolph 
and Washington streeta, to said parties spplying, 
at the rate of $500 — week, and for any lese time 
than one week at the rate of $100 per day. 

During the early winter months of 1871 there 
Was great excitement here on 

THE SUBJECT OF BASE-BALL. 
Everybody felt that the city must have a 
club, and that its pretensions to culture, wealth, 
and population would amount to nothing if it 
were without such au organization. It was nec- 
essary to find grounds, and pretty much every- 
body agreed that the Lake Front Park was just 
the place that was needed. A formidable peti- 
tion was presented to the Council, asking it to 
let the Club have the grounds, and, on the 27th 
of February, the following report was submitted 
to the Council, and the resolution annexed to it 
was adopted: 

Your Committee on Wharves and Public 
Grounds, to whom was referred the petition of 
David A. Gage, Col. J. S. James, S. H. McCrea, 
H. C. Morey, Charles Kandoiph, Thomas D. Sny- 
der, and four or five hundred other citizens, asking 
the use of the Lake Park Front for the Chicago 
Base-Ball Club, having had the same under ad- 
visement, beg leave to report: Your Committee 
have carefully examined the matter and facts set 
forth in the petition referred, and, after much ex- 
amination, arein favor of granting the prayer of 
the petitioners, by recommending that so much of 
the lake front as is necessary for the purpose of 
playing dall be placed at the disposal of the man- 
agers of the Chicago Base- Bali Club. 

Your Committee do not recommend that any 
rental be asked of the Chicago Base-Ball Club, but 
that they be required to pay $500 per year for 
police purposes. 

In recommending the above, we do so with the 
knowledge that the managers of the Club have de- 
voted their time and have expended their own 
means to a considerable extent to foster a just local 
pride, and that all the money which has been taken 
for admission has been more than consumed in 
legitimate expenses of the Club, being frum the 
15th day of Marca to the 15th day of May $1,500 
er month, and from the 15th day of May until the 
Lötn day of November very nearly $2,500 per 
month. 

Your Committee feel that our nativnal game 
should be encouraged, and that local pride alone 
should make us consistent with our duty, and we 
deem it is right to listen to the 600 petitioners who 
ask the Council to grant the use of the Lake- Front. 
Your Committee have examined the application 
thoronghly, and reasonably believe that no valid 
objection can be urged against the use of so much 
of the land fronting the lake as is necessary for the 
urpose named in the petition referred to us. 
four Committee are convinced that there is no 
legal question involved which bas not already been 
—— by the use of said grounds for cir- 
cus purposes, It is not asked that the 
grounds from which the city derives a 
revenue from circus 1 1 be used, 200 feet on 
Michigan avenue with the full depth being set apart 
expressly for such purpose, which affords ample 
room forthe largest canvas in America, besides 
room for dressing-rooms and side-shows., 
Thergrounds asked for commence at the south 
line of the 200 feet reserved for circus purposes, 
and extend south 500 feet. Instead of the unsight- 
ly appearance which these grounds now resent, 
httered with all manner of ruobisb, it is designed 
by the petitioners, as your Committee are credibly 
informed, that the same shall be beautified by sod- 
ding the field and rolling the same until they shall 
be an ornament to the city and a monument to the 
liberality of our City Government. 

Your Committee believe that the fame of the 
Club which belongs to Chicago will benefit our city 
by the large numbers of strangers who will come 
from all parts of the country to witness skill,—a 
belief whichyhas been attested by thousands who 
witnessed the game at Dexter Park last summer 
who came from abroad. 

The use of the grounds by the Chicago Club for 
playing base- ball does not prevent players of the 
game for recreation from playing, there being suffi- 
cient unoccupied land at that place left for such 
purpose. 

Your Committee do not believe it precludes the 
ground from being used as a park, because it will 
not be used for ball purposes only a share of the 
day, and not later than 6 o'clock, after which 
times any one can have access to the grounds for 
recreation and pleasure. 

Your Committee believe these grounds will be 
an adornment to the city, and that the fame which 
will attach to them on account of this famous Club 
using them will lead strangers to visit them and 
compare the liberality of our City Government with 
the City Governments of Philadelphia and New 
York, where city grounds are used for such par- 

des. 

Your Committee feel that a just emulation is 
honorable, and that, as Chicagoans, we should 
have sufficient local pride and Americanism to 
fosterand encourage the welfare of this purely 
national game. 

Your Committee therefore recommend the pass- 
=~ of the following resolution, in compliance 

th the request of the petitioners whose names 
are placed on the petition referred to us: 

Resoived, That the Comptroller ot the City of 
Chicago be and he is hereby directed and author- 
ized to grant permission to the managers of the 
Chicago Base-Ball Club to use 500 feet of the un- 
occupied land on the lake-frout, commencinig 
at e south line of the 200 feet expressly 
reserved for circus purposes, and running south of 
the same the required distance, giving privilege for 
inclosing and erection of seata, and other conven- 
iences for our people to witness games of base - bali 
for the period of one year, from year to year, for 
the period of two years at $500 per year: without 
the privilege, however, of allowing any part of the 
outside of this inclosure to be used for the purpose 
of posting any bill or bills for advertising purposes 
by any party whatsoever. 

UNDER THIS RESOLUTION 

the Club put up its fence and stand, occupying 
not quite so much room as it was proposed to 
aliow the present Club to have, and remained 
there until swept out of sight in the fire of Oc- 
tober, 1871. If it had not been for the fire, un- 
doubtedly the Club would fhave retained pos- 
sessioc of its crounds for yet another year. But 
the conflagration burned up the Club as well as 
its fence, and during the following year this 
city gaye up base-ball and devoted itself to 
more important matters. 80 far as precedent 
goes, there is one for the occupancy 
of the grounds by the Base-Ball Club. 
Then, it Will seen, a purely 
nominal rent was charged, the 6500 a year 
which it was required to pay going to police 
purposes. Then, however, the city felt rich and 
cared less about anv possible loss of its posses- 
sions than it does now when it is poor and every 
cent isof consequence. It would be a serious 
matter were any cloud to be cast on the city’s 
title to this ground by a lease to the Bal! Club or 
or any other corporation, and perhaps the best 
way to settle it would de for the city authori- 
ties to have a friendly talk with Judge Drum- 
mond, who goes to ball games himself, and see 
what he thinks of the matter, and whether, in 
his opinion, such a lease woula prejudice any of 
the city’s rights.

#IRST REGULAR MEETING. 

The Sons of Vermont held a regular meeting 
at the Grand Pacifie last evening, and among 
those present were H. N. Hibbard, A. D.

REORGANIZATION, 

ALD. GLLBERT’S RESOLUTIONS. 
Last Monday uight Ald. Gilbert introduced at 
the meeting of the City Council the following 
resolutions, which were referred to the Judiciary 


Committee: 

Wuereas, Under the present charter known as 
An act to provide for the incorporation of cities 
and villages, the City Council has greatly enlarged 
powers, which are duly set forth in Art. ö, Sec. G2, 
of the said act; and 

Wurms, The various departments of the City 
Government have not been organized under said 
act, nor have their duties or relations to the City 
Council been defined: and 

‘HEREAS, It is of the greatest nécessity that the 
departments be su reorganized so that they will be 
more ditectly under thie supervision of the City 
Council in accordance with the intent of said act; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the Judiciary Committee be in- 
structed to prepare such ordinancés as will be nec- 
essary to 60 reurganize the various departments of 


with two purposes in view: 

Firsi—That under each organization the expense 
of carrying ou such department shall not be in- 
creased, but. if possible, lessened, 

Second—That the departments be so organized 
under said ordinance? as to bring said departments 
more under the supervision and control of the City 
Council. , 

And at a meeting but a short time previous 
the same Alderman introduced a resolution di- 
recting the Building Committee, in whose hands 
rests the construction of the City-Hall, to make 
a report stating pretty much all the facts in re- 


lation to the operations made so far,—the con- 
* awarded, the amount of money expend- 
ec, etc. 

The drift ot these resolutiong is not clear to 
the persons who have with much interest 
watched the development of some supposed 
hidden intention. Certain it is that the 
inquiries embodied in the resolutions have been 
regarded askance,—as being male for the pur- 
pose ot furthering some design not yet made 
manifest,—particularly the first set. of resviu- 
tions, the ones presented Monday night last. 

A reporter yesterday undertook to ascertain 
the ideas of some of the functionaries as regards 
Ald. Gilbert’s scheme for reorganization, Why 
should the different departments of the City 
Government be reorganized? What had gone 
wrong, that a reorganization was necessary? 
The results of the reporter’s inquiries were not 
very satisfactory, to the reporter at least. 
The person® interrogated said that they 
could if they would, but they 
would not state what they knew. A great deal 
of side-talk resulted in the showing of a strong 
undercurrent of opinion that the reorganization 
soucht for was aimed more particularly at the 
Department of Public Works, which, as at 
present constituted, consists of the Mayor and 
the subalterns under his command. There was 
also discovered a strong belief that the interests 
of the city would be best’ subserved by vesting 
the power and authority at present held by the 
Mayor as the Department of Public Works in a 
body similar to the old Board of Public Works, 
which, as will be remembered, was composed of 
three men. Not that there was anything 
censurable in the administration of the Mayor, 
but that a Board devoted exclusively to the 
public improvements Would overate better and 
more to the satisfaction of the public thau, a 
Department“ of one official. There will 
probably be next year a great amount of public 
work to bedone. There is no use attempting to 
disguise the tact that the common belief is 
that the broaching of the subject of a change 
ju the expending of the city’s money 
has not been frankly introduced to 
notice, The resolution calling for the 
Various reports are regarie as meant 
to shake confidence in the mauagement of city 
affairs. The pian, as outlined to tue news- 

atherer, was, that the Department of Public 
Vorks should be discontinued, and the Board 
of Public Works reinstated; or that the Coun- 
cil should appoint from its own members a 
committee to assume control of the public 
works of the cit.
